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Martin's Maryland Futurity 


The one big racing day of the fall season foi 
Maryland breeders is Futurity Day at Laurel 
Park, and on that day one is almost sure to see 
all of the stock farms well represented at the 
races. The sixth running of the Maryland 
Futurity was held on October 17th and the 
winner of the race was J. W. Y. Martin’s Triple 
Action, by Canter out of Black Momma, a 
daughter of another sire whose last days were 
spent in the Old Line State, imported Light 
Brigade. The track was very muddy when the 
eleven horses paraded to the post and it was 
evident that the winner would have to be a 
real mudder, which he seems to be. Unfor¬ 
tunately the Bosley entry, Betty s Buddy, was 
scratched after the horses were in the paddock, 
a severe case of bucked shins causing his last 
niinute withdrawal. This was the more unfor¬ 
tunate in that the colt had won his last two 
starts in a convincing fashion and appeared 
to have an excellent chance of winning. 

Yancey Christmas’ Rough Time was first to 
show from the gate with Gay Balko in closest 
pursuit. This pair set a fast pace for the first 
half mile while the ultimate winner was steadily 
working his way up into contention. The 


Schemer, one of the Branncastle pair, which 
finished second, was another that had a lot 
of ground to make up, finishing strongly to 
take the place from the tiring Rough Time. 
Ral Parr’s Fleeting Moon, which went to the 
post as favorite, showed nothing in the going. 
William Elder’s Royal Rank, medium of a 
highly successful betting coup in New York 
earlier in the week, according to rumor, was 
another that showed little. 

Triple Action added $4,970 to the Martin 
coffers as well as giving that gentleman charge 
for the ensuing year of the fine piece of plate 
which is the Challenge Trophy for the Mary¬ 
land Futurity. The Maryland Horse Breeders’ 
Association, which sponsored the event, also 
gives a handsome trophy annually to the owner 
of the winner, and Mr. Martin received both 
of these awards at the hands of President 
Hockley following the race. 

Prior to the races the Association held a 
luncheon in the Club House which was 
attended by some forty members of the group 
and their friends, this having been by far the 
largest attendance yet noted at one of these 
annual affairs.

Worthington Farms 


The Worthington Farms of J. W. Y. Mar¬ 
tin, located in the valley of the same name, are 
probably the most visited Thoroughbred breed¬ 
ing farms in the State, inasmuch as the famous 
classic of the timber toppers, the Maryland 
Hunt Cup, is annually contested across their 
acreage. Occupying both sides of the Valley 
the Martin farms cover close on to eight 
hundred acres, for the estate of the late Charles 
L. A. Heiser has been recently added to the 
original farm. At one time the Worthington 
Farms were the headquarters of the ill-fated 
Laurel Park Stud, and many an English wean¬ 
ling came there for preparation for Saratoga 
and the sales rings. Now the farm is chiefly 
used for the development of race-horses, al¬ 
though many hunters and Mr. Martin’s polo 
string are also quartered there. 

Head of the haras is the famous race-horse 
and good sire Canter, one of the two sons of 
Virginia L. that were bred in Maryland, both 
of whom won the right to enter the charmed 
circle of the Hundred Thousand Dollar Win¬ 
ners. Canter is a well made chestnut horse 
whose get have extreme speed. This son of 
Wildair was presented in the cover picture on 
our September issue. Sharing stud duties at 
the Worthington Farms with Canter is the big 
bay Macaw, a fast son of Peter Pan which was 
a good stakes winner in the colors of the Whit¬ 
neys, and is now owned bv T. W. Durant. 

At present there are but a dozen or so 
mares at the farm, which is under the man¬ 
agement of Frank A. Bonsai, Jr., though 
these will doubtless be added to as the better 
fillies are retired from racing. The racing 
stable of Mr. Martin is in the able hands of 
Trainer Louis Feustel who will ever be recalled 
as the trainer of the great horse Man o’ War. 
There are eight yearlings now at the farm which 
will join the racing stable very shortly, and an 
equal number of weanlings will be following 
them along. These latter are bv six sires, Fly¬ 
ing Ebony, Canter, Macaw, Balko, Ladkin and 
Sting, all of which, bar the last, have been 
standing in Maryland. The yearlings are equally 
divided between home-breds and Saratoga sales 
purchases, two by John P. Grier, a Chilhowee 


colt and a Canter colt comprising the former 
group, while four colts by Neddie, Traumer, 
On Watch and Sunpatic make up the latter 
group.

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Parasites Of The Horse

It is the aim of every breeder of horses, 
irrespective of the purpose for which the 
animals are intended, to produce individuals of 
high quality, fully capable of performing the 
work for which they are raised. There are 
many factors in any breeding program which 
enter into such a plan. The length of the 
reproductive cycle in the horse makes it most 
imperative that hereditary influences be fully 
considered, if any breeder is to be able to show 
marked improvement in his stock in his life¬ 
time. The fabulous sums paid in recent years 
for Thoroughbred stallions of certain blood 
lines represent the price which is placed upon 
a short cut to this goal. Diseases of the genital 
organs of the stallion and mare also play a part 
in putting the brakes on progress, through 
abortions, dead and weak foals and the pro¬ 
duction of temporary or permanent sterility 
in one or both of the sexes. Methods of feeding 
and management have been rather well 
advanced, particularly in the handling of 
Thoroughbreds, but there may still be room for 
great improvement, particularly in the matter 
of a closer approximation of natural conditions 
in this regard. It is not possible for anyone to 
foresee the effects of the use of more or less 
artificial forcing methods now being used by 
some breeders. 

Presuming that blood lines are correct, that 
the stallions and the mares are free of trans¬ 
missible diseases, and feeding methods and 
general management are up to present 
standards, it is still necessary to take into con¬ 
sideration the matter of parasites. This subject 
has gained in importance in recent years mainly 
tecause of a fuller understanding of the exten¬ 
sive, though not always recognized, damage 
produced and the marked improvement shown 
where practical treatment and control measures 
have been instituted. A more complete knowl¬ 
edge of the parasitic forms and of methods of 
treatment and control have also been contribut¬ 
ing factors in this progress. 

It is safe to state that few horses are entirely 
free of parasites in ordinary environments. This 
leaves the bulk of the animals in a parasitized 


condition, some with few and some with many 
parasitic forms in the body. Parasitism is 
rather a relative than an absolute condition and 
the age and general condition of the host animal 
have a decided influence upon the general effects 
produced in the individual. Very young and 
very old animals are most often the ones which 
show the greatest effects of parasitism, prob¬ 
ably due in part to lack of resistance in the 
former and a debilitated condition in the lat¬ 
ter. When parasitism reaches the stage where 
marked changes are produced in the animal 
body, which are noticeable to the owner through 
loss of weight and ability to do the work for 
which the animal is used, it becomes to him a 
disease to be treated as any other such condi¬ 
tion. In animals where the damage does not 
make itself easily manifest it is rather difficult 
for most breeders to see the need for treatment 
and control measures. 

Parasitism is not so often the primary cause 
of disease and death, but in almost all cases it 
can be a secondary and contributing factor in 
many of the abnormal conditions noted. The 
presence of parasites increases the cost of main¬ 
tenance because of the nutriment used by the 
parasites directly from the digestive tract and 
also because of the blood removed from the 
animal, either for the use of the parasites or as 
leakage from the wounds produced in the walls 
of the stomach and intestines. The injury to 
the tissues by the punctures of parasites opens 
up an avenue of entrance for bacteria which 
may cause various forms of damage to the 
local or remote organs. Some parasitic forms 
also produce toxic substances which assist them 
in establishing themselves in the digestive tract 
and the absorption of these products into the 
circulation of the horse is probably the cause

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of some of the disease conditions which have 
not been definitely indentified as to cause. 

Some parastic forms, because of location in 
the body, cannot satisfactorily be removed by 
medical treatments. Of such may be men¬ 
tioned lung worms and the immature forms of 
one of the intestinal worms which locate in 
one of the branches of the artery that supplies 
blood to the intestine. In these and other similar 
cases preventive measures offer the only solution 
to the problem. All control measures are based 
upon the fact that the parasites are in general 
perpetuated through eggs and immature forms 
which contaminate the feed and water of horses. 
The eggs are voided with the manure and may 
enter the body at once or may hatch into im¬ 
mature forms which then enter the body. The 
eggs hatch at variable periods depending upon 
the conditions of temperature and moisture. 
The immature forms after undergoing certain 
changes are capable of movement for short 
distances, so that adjoining pastures may be 
contaminated. They may also be transported 
with manure on shoes, wagons or tools and also 
with water. These young parasites are also very 
resistant to weather conditions and will remain 
alive and capable of infecting horses for long 
periods. 

It is necessary that efforts then be directed 
toward keeping down the amount of contami¬ 
nation of feed, water and pastures with manure. 
In line with this the feeding of grain and hay 
should be from boxes and racks and not from 
the ground, manure should be removed from 
the stables to a position where horses cannot 
come in contact with it and should not be used 
without treatment as fertilizer on pastures used 
for horses. Manure may be used safely for 
fertilizer after it has undergone the heating 
process, which may be accomplished in a 
double-walled and insulated wooden container. 
On some Thoroughbred breeding farms it is 
the practice to have all droppings removed from 
the pastures each day and this measure, coupled 
with treatment and other satisfactory control 
measures, should soon lead to a condition of 
practical freedom from parasites. Under such 
a system it also becomes essential to isolate all 
animals brought to the farm until proper treat¬ 
ment can be administered. Such procedure is 
used in the eradication of bacterial diseases and 


it should be possible to work out practical 
methods in the case of parasites. 

The matter of treatment necessitates the 
administration of drugs which are toxic for 
the parasites and also for the horse. This 
entails some danger to the animal, as the dosage 
must be within the limits of tolearance of the 
individual to be treated. In order to overcome 
some of the dangers attendant upon the use 
of several drugs some manufacturers have 
dispensed these drugs mixed with an inert 
material, but such procedure has had the effect 
of cutting down the efficiency to such an 
extent that the purpose for which treatment is 
used is defeated. Large numbers of valuable 
horses are treated each year by experienced 
veterinarians with excellent and beneficial re¬ 
sults. The choice of drug will depend upon the 
parasites which are to be removed. In general 
the parasites fall into two classes for purposes 
of treatment, the round worms of the stomach 
and intestines and the strongyles of the intes¬ 
tines. A microscopic examination of a sample 
of the manure can be used to determine the 
kinds and relative numbers of eggs present. 
For the round worms the treatment in general 
is the drug carbon disulphide, administered in 
capsule. Oil should not be used with this 
chemical since it promotes absorption which 
may produce toxic effects. Another danger in 
th’s connection is the breaking of capsules in 
the mouth, in which case there is inhalation 
of the gas. Carbon disulphide is also used for 
the removal of bots. For the removal of 
strongyles of the intestines oil of chenopodium 
is given mixed with laxative oils, such as 
linseed and mineral, by the stomach tube. The 
administration of oil of chenopodium in capsule 
followed with a drench of the other oils is 
attended with the danger of breaking the cap¬ 
sules in the mouth or getting the oils into the

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Early Maryland Stock Farms And 

Breeders

Someone has said that a good day in Mary¬ 
land is as good as a good day anywhere m the 

world. 

It can also be truthfully said that a good 
farm in Maryland is as good as a goo arm 
anywhere else. For in the requisites of « rI j ain ’ 
climate, soil, water and accessibdity, Maryland 
is second to no state in the Union, ant 1 s 
adaptability to stock raising, especia y 
Thoroughbreds, is becoming increasingly evi¬ 
dent. The terrain comprises the flat stretches 
of the Eastern Shore, where the season is earlier 
than in other parts of the State; the h.lL anc 
dales of the middle section; the mountainous 
character of the western part; and the salubri- 
ousness of Southern Maryland. The climate 
admits of grazing for two-thirds of the yea , 
and the soil is especially adapted to raising for¬ 
age grasses, such as clover, timothy and 
alfalfa, due to the wide diffusion of lime, w n - 
water is abundant and of good quality and ex¬ 
cessive droughts are of rare occurrence. Its 
central location, with rail, water and motor 
connections in all directions, renders Mar) 
land particularly attractive and convenient to 
residents of other states. To add to these advan¬ 
tages, desirable farms can be bought at reason 
able figures, while the cost of living compares 
favorably with that in other localities. 

These outstanding features, so manifest,to¬ 
day, were just beginning to manifest them¬ 
selves in Colonial times, and may have had 

something to do with the early establishment 

of stock farms here. The breeding industry 
here, as Maryland was among the first o te 
Colonies to import Thoroughbreds, was destine 
to play an important part in the activities of 

the Province. 

The oldest of Maryland stock farms is Belair 
in Prince George’s County, now the property of 
William Woodward, Chairman of The Jock y 
Club. It is here that Gallant Fox and h.s dis¬ 
tinguished offspring, Omaha and Granville, 
spent part of their youth and acquired much of 


that stamina and vitality that has marked their 
successful careers. The original house was built 
for Governor Samuel Ogle in 1746 and is stil 
in an excellent state of perservation. Here 
Governor Ogle brought the celebrated imported 
sire, Spark, a gift to him from Lord Baltu “°“> 
and later the distinguished mare, Queen Ma , 
was added to the stud. Colonel Benjamin 
Tasker, Jr., Governor Ogle’s brother-in-law and 
executor, carried on the stud, and was noted 
as the owner of imported Selima, bred by the 
Earl of Godolphin and sired by the famous 
Godolphin Arabian, which shares with t c 
Darley Arabian and the Byerly Turk the honor 
of being the ancestors of the modern Thorough¬ 
bred. Selima was not only a grand race mare 
but was a success in the stud, among her pro¬ 
duce being Selim, by Othello, the property of 
Samuel Galloway of "Tulip Hill,” West River, 
in Anne Arundel County. It is one of the 
traditions of the Galloway family that the 
footprint of Selim is still visible on the stairway 
of "Tulip Hill” where, as the friend of the 
household, he was permitted to wander at wil . 

Othello was imported by another Colonial 
Governor, Horatio Sharpe, who also owned 
Britannia and other famous racers. 

As has been noted, Southern Maryland was 
the cradle of the Thoroughbred in the State, 
and Governor Oden Bowie kept up a fine 
nursery for them at Fairvicw, not far from 
Belair. It is curious to note the fascination the 
game had for the rulers of the Commonwealth, 
and as the Sport of Governors it had a vogue 
as great as the Sport of Kings in the home 
country. Governor Bowie’s premier sire was 
Catesby, by imported Eclipse out of Katie, by 
Two Bits, and as the sire of Crickmore, out of

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Belle Meade, and Compensation, whose dam was 
Australia, he made a distinct impression on the 
improvement of the breed in Maryland. Crick- 
more won the Dixie in 1881, and Compensation 
the Breckinridge the same year at Pimlico, both 
of the Maryland Jockey Club’s principal three- 
year-old offerings. Among Crickmore’s out¬ 
standing achievements was a victory over 
Hindoo, the sire of the mighty Hanover. Fair- 
view is still the home of Governor Bowie’s 
descendants, but has not been used as a stock 
farm for many years. 

The establishment in 1870 of Pimlico as the 
home of the Maryland Jockey Club, of which 
Governor Bowie was the honored President, 
encouraged many members of the Club residing 
in the vicinity to go into the breeding and 
racing of Thoroughbreds on a more or less ex¬ 
tensive scale, some of the recruits including 
men prominent in the social, business and pro¬ 
fessional life of the community. Among these 
was Dr. J. Pembroke Thom of Catonsville, 
whose wife was a sister of the well known 
Kentucky breeder, J. W. Hunt Reynolds. Dr. 
Thom bred several good horses, among them 
the steeplechaser, Problem, a gelded son of 
Pimlico and Mystery, which in seven starts won 
five races, was second once and unplaced once. 
Problem was sold to James Gordon Bennett of 
New York and Paris with the idea of sending 
him abroad, but there is no record of his 
having been shipped. 

Colonel A. D. Brown of Brooklandwood also 
bred some good stock, his Coronet by Jones¬ 
boro, dam Garland, being quite the best steeple¬ 
chaser of his day, while Lord Baltimore and 
Palsdin, two home-breds, did fairly well on 


the flat. Jonesboro, sire of Coronet, was by 
Lexington, and was owned by H. Winter of 
Elhcott City, who had considerable success 
with the beautifully bred mare, Bounce, a 
daughter of Bonnie Scotland and Caroline. 

Up in Harford County the principal breeder 
at this period was E. Stanley Rogers of La 
Grange, on the Rocks of Deer Creek. His 
principal performer was Gaberlunzie, by Bonnie 
Scotland, a sire that was extremely popular 
with Maryland breeders; a stouter strain would 
be hard to find. A little later R. Wyndham 
Walden developed in Bowling Brook one of the 
most complete racing and breeding establish¬ 
ments to be found anywhere, and in Tom 
Ochiltree, imported Galore, Compute and other 
stallions, he laid the foundations for a long 
list of winners. 

Over in Howard County at Oakland, near 
Elhcott City, the Tabb family, related to 
I rancis Morris, for whom Wyndham Walden 
trained, had charge of such noted racers as 
Britannic, Ruthles, Remorseless and other 
bearers of the noted All Scarlet silks, while 
nearer Pimlico William Jennings had Glenmorc, 
the noted four miler Defense, Dutch Roller 
Cave Adsum and others that this popular old- 
time turfman bred and handled. 

These are but a few of those who found both 
pleasure and profit in Maryland breeding and 
racing, and under the inspiring influence of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association the State 
is destined not only to maintain its old prestige 
but undoubtedly to go on to even greater 
things. 

To paraphrase a well known verse—"We 
have the men, we have the farms, we have the 
horses too!"

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prospects. La Palina has an excellent upstand¬ 
ing colt by Gallant Fox; the brother of Omaha 
is a good-sized bay colt which, like all good 
ones, has been in trouble and has a banged-up 
knee to show for a bout with a fence rail; the 
half sister of Faireno, which horse is also at 
Belair, is a very nice sort, smooth, feminine all 
over, and standing on an excellent set of limbs; 
the English Oaks winner, Brown Betty, has a 
well turned, finely made filly that will cer¬ 
tainly run, she being a bay daughter of Gallant 
Fox; a very good sort is the brother of the 
English two-year-old stakes winner, Sansalvo, 
he being a brown by "Jacopo, a sire in whom 
I have great faith, and La Rambla, by "Sir 
Gallahad III. 

The bay brother of Gallant Fox is on the 
small side, but I prefer him to the mare’s last 
foal; he’s a nicely turned one.

lungs, with the development of pneumonia. In 
all treatments it is essential that the animals be 
fasted prior to the administration of the drugs, 
in order to reduce the volume of food and 
feces in the digestive tract, so that the drugs 
may come into contact with the greatest num¬ 
ber of parasites. 

Almost every plan which is suggested for 
the control and eradication of animal diseases 
meets with apathy or outright opposition from 
some breeders because they feel that the pro¬ 
visions are not practical for their conditions. 
No plan is ever outlined which can be made 
to apply strictly to every establishment, in 
every detail, because of the physical differences 
met with. It is necessary, therefore, to get the 
main principles in mind and to make them fit 
into each scheme to the best advantage. Some 
persons feel that if it is not possible to go all 
the way it is not advisable to even make a start. 
Although there has been no concerted effort 
in this State to control and eradicate parasites, 
the subject is being given serious consideration 
by the Live Stock Sanitary Service. Through 
the cooperation of breeders and pract sing veter¬ 
inarians with State workers a comprehensive 
outline should be forthcoming which will meet 
the needs of the large and small establishments, 
for the betterment of all Maryland horses.
